The Chairman announced that there were twenty members present but that a 

quorum of thirty was required before the meeting could begin. He noted 

that none of the student members had attended since the close of classes 

and suggested for that reason it might be practical to follow the precedent set 
last year which excluded student members in the quorum count after the end of the 
term. He said that he would like the advice of the members on this 

matter, adding that the alternative would be to follow the precedent 

set by Senate; to procede until a quorum was established and then to 

ratify any decisions which had been taken. 


The consensus was to follow the precedent set in the previous year by 
reducing the quorum.

Approval of Agenda 


It was moved and seconded (Dubas/Brian) to approve the agenda as 
circulated. 


- The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED. 


Chairman's Remarks 
There were no remarks. 


Restructuring of Women's Studies (ASC 79-4-D10) 
Brief to the Arts and Science Faculty Council) 


The Chairman reported that since the meeting of April 6 had been 
adjourned because of a call for a quorum count and the meeting set 
for April 9 had not been held, it was required the topic under 
discussion when the meeting ended be dealt with at the beginning of 
this meeting. He asked that speaking privileges be given to Profs. 
Verthuy, McDonough and Allen. 


It was moved and seconded (Macaluso/Newsham) to adopt the document 
on the Restructuring of Women's Studies. 


It was agreed that the last paragraph on page 6 should read 

"It is recognized" rather than "The Women's Studies Instructors 
recognize that the University Senate has not yet ruled on the question 
of programmes within small units," and that the next sentence should 
start with "The intent of this document... ." 


It was further agreed that wherever the phrase "the Women's Studies 
Instructors" appears in the recommendations it will be changed to 
"faculty teaching in the Women's Studies programme". 


In addition it was agreed that subsection ii on page 4 would state: 


The Coordinator of the programme shall be a full-time faculty 
members appointed by the Provost, who shall have administrative 
assistance and may be one of the associate Principals of the 
Simone de Beauvoir Institute. A steering committee shall be 
composed of four full-time faculty members affiliated to a 
department and teaching in the Women's Studies programme, 

one representative of the part-time faculty teaching in the 
Women's Studies programme, and one representative of the 
students majoring and minoring in Women's Studies. The chair- 
person of this committee shall be the Coordinator of the Women's 
Studies Committee. 


Asked what would happen to the document, if approved, the Chairman 
said he expected it would go forward to Senate in the name of Council, 
But not before Senate ruled on the question of programmes in Colleges. 


Questioned on the timetable of the document, Dr. Wall said that if 
it is sent on to Senate he thought it would go to the May meeting, 
but that he would seek the advice of Steering Committee before 
forwarding it. In any case, he said, it would not come into 
effect before the Fall. 


The question was called on the motion to adopt the document on the 
Restructuring of the Women's Studies programme, together with the 
editorial changes agreed to, and was CARRIED. (12/3/6) 


3. Regulations for Honours (ASC 79-5-D3) 


79-5-3 It was moved and seconded (Tresierra/Dubas) to approve the document 
on Regulations for Honours. 


Attention was drawn to slight alterations which had been made in 
phrasing used in the Senate Regulations as they appear in the docu- 
ment. In particular, that the phrase “Honours courses" had been 
changed to "Honours component of the programme". It was thought 
that this change would lessen the potential for confusion and that 
Senators might be willing to accept the new wording. 


The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED. 


6. Courses and Programmes in Small Units such as Colleges (ASC 79-5-D1) 


The Chairman outlined, briefly, the background which had led to the 
preparation of the report to be considered by Council members. In 
summarizing the content of the paper he explained that if it is 
approved it would allow programmes to develop, with the approval of 
Council, in smal] units under exceptional circumstances. 


79-5-4 It was moved and seconded (Opala/Tresierra) to adopt the report 
on Courses and Programmes in Small Units such as Colleges 


79-5-5 It was moved and seconded (Scheinberg/Sahni) to record section 3 on 
page 2 to read: 


Exceptionally, Small Units may also incorporate existing 
programmes with the approval of Council. 


Following a discussion on the amendment Prof. Scheinberg asked that 
the motion be withdrawn. Prof. Sahni agreed. 


79-5-6 Prof. Euvrard moved to amend Section I.1. on page 1 to reduce the 
number of credits allowed from 42 to 33. 


The motion was not seconded.
